uttered Iho alleged libel. Judge Poland's 
letter to the Advertiser seems to prove 
too much, for it defends tho law recently 
passed on tho ground that hitherto the courts 
of tho district hnve had no means of arrest- 
ing or procuring the arrest of persons who 
committed crimes in tho district and then 
stepped over the lino into Maryhmd or Vir- 
ginia. It wns this impotence of the district 
courts, says Judge Poland, that the law 
sought to remedy. But tho Washington cor- 
respondent of tho Advertiser assures us that 
tho district courts have always had tho muuns 
of reclaiming fugitives from justice and cer- 
tainly it seems incredible that Judge Poland's 
representation of affairs can bo correct.
